word : and for that wee b;, all members of the 
myſticall body of leſus Chritt, wee make our 
requeſts vnto thee (0 Heauenly Father) for all 
ſuch as are afflicted with any kind of croflc or 
tribulation ; as werre, plague,tamine, fickn. ile, 
pourrtie, impriſon: ment, pertecution, baniſh- 
m-nt,or avy oth-r kind of thy rois, whether 

be cal mi te of body , orvexation of minde, 
xAar ir would pleaſe thee to giue them pati- 
ence and conſftancie , till rhou ſend them full 
deliuerance our of ali their troubles. Roote our 
from h nce, O Lord, all rzuening Wolues, 
witich to fill their bellies, ſeeke ro teſtroy th 
flo. ke. And ſhew thy great mercies vpon Any 
our brethren in oth. r countries, which are per- 
ſecur-d ,caſt into priſ-on , ant dayly condem- 
ned for th- teſtimonie of thy trueth And al- 
though they be vtterly deftiture of all mans 
aid2, y-r ler thy ſweere comfort never depart 
from them, but ſo inflame their hearrs with hy 
holy ſpirit , that they may boldly & chearefuj- 
ly abide ſuch triall as thy godly wifedome ſhall 
appoinc:{o rhat at length as well by their death 
as by their life , the kingdome of thy deare 
Sonne Ieſus Chriſt may encreafe and {hine 
through all che worl i, In whoſe name we make 
our humbl- petitions vnto thee, as hee hath 
taught ys, Our father, Tc.

Our 
miſchienous enemie ro the intent to kill vs, 
watcheth continually and neuer ſleepeth , and 
yet will not wee awake from ſleepe ro ſave our 
{clues, Behold hee hath pitched infinite ſnares 
before our feete , and filledall our wayes with 
ſundry traps to catch our ſoules. And who can 
eſcapeOLord Ileſu,ſo many and great dangers? 
H-=c hath laid ſnares for vs in our riches, in our 
pouerty , in our meate , 11 our drinke , in our 
pleaſures,in onr ſleepe,and in our waking, Hee 
hath ſer ſnares for vs in our words & our works 
and in all our life. Bur thon O Lord, deliuer vs 
from the ner of the fowler , and from hard 
wor.is that wee may giue prayſe to thee,fay- 
ing: Blefled be th- Lor ,who hath nor given vs 
to be a pray for cheirteeth:our foule is deliue- 
red as a ſparrow out of the fowlers net, the net 
is broken and we haue eſcaped,

finne, to affure vs of mercy and forgiueneſle : 
for whcn through our Father Adams tranſ- 
greſſion,wee were become children of perditi- 
on, there wasno meanes to brings vs from the 
yoake of ſinne.and damnation, but onely Teſus 
Chriſt our Lord, who giuing vs that by grace, 
which was by nature his, made vs through 
faith the children of God, who when that full= 
| nefle of time was come , was conceined by the 
power of the holy Ghoſt, borne of the Virgin 
Aary (according to the fleſh) and preached in 
earth rhe Goſpel of Saluation, till ar length by 
tyranny of the Prieſtes, hee was guiltleſly con- 

emned ynder Pontius Pilate , the Preſident 
of Iury , and moſt ſanderouſly banged on the 
Crofle betweene two theeues, as a notorious 
treſpaſſer , wheretaking vpon him the pnniſh- 
ment of our finnes , hee delivered ys from the 
curſe of the law. 


And for as much as he being onely God, 
could not feele death, neither being onely 
wan , conld onercome death , hee ioyned both 
together; And ſuffered his humanitie to be pu- 
niſhed with moſt cruell death, feeling in him- 
felfe the anger and ſeuere iudgement of God, 
euen as hee had bene in extreame torments of 
hell, and therefore cryed with a loud voyce, 
My God, my God, why haſt thou forſaken 
me ? Thus of his mercie : without compulſion, 
hee offered vp himſelfe as the onely ſacrifice to 
purge the finnes of all the world , fo that all 
other ſacrifices for ſinne , are blaſphemous and 
derogate from the ſufficiencie hereof, which 
death, albeit it did ſufficievtly reconcile vs ro 
God , yer the Scriptures commonly doe attri- 
bute our regeneration to hisreſurre&tion For 
as by rifing againe from the graue , the third 
day hee conquered death, euen ſo the victorie 
of our faith ſtandeth in hisreſurreCtion : and 
therefore withoutthe one,wee cannor feele the 
benefires of the other. For as by his death 
finne was taken away , fo our righteouſneſle 
was reſtored by his reſurretion, And be- 
Cauſe hee would accompliſh all things , and 
take poſſeſſion for vs in his kingdome , he aſ- 
cended into heauen,to enlarge the ſame king- 
dome , by the aboundant power of his ſpirit, 
by whom wee are moſt afſured of his continu- 
all interceſſion towards God the Father for vs, 


And although hee be in heauen as touch» 
ing his corporall preſence , where the Father 
hath now ſer him at his right hand , commit- 
ting vnto him the adminiſtration of all things, 
as well inheanen abone, as in earth beneath : 
yer is hee preſentwith vs his members, euen 
tO the end of the world, in preteruing and go- 
verning vs with his :ff:ctuall power and grace; 
who when all things are fulfilled, which GOD 
hath ſpoken by the mouth of all his Frophets, 
fince he world began , will come inthe ſame 
viſible forme , in the which he aſcended , with 
an vnſpeakeable Maieſtie , power , and com- 
pany to m_—_ the Lambes from th2 Goares, 
the ele& from the reprobate : So that none, 
whether hee be aline then , or dead before, 
ſhall eſcape his iudgement, 

Moreouer , I beleeue and confefſe the 
holy Ghoſt , God <quall with the Father, 


and the Sonne , who regenerateth and ſan&i< 
fieth vs, ruleth and guiderh vs vnto allrrueth, 
per {wading moſt afluredly in our conſciences 
that wee be the children of GO D , brethren 
to Ieſus Chriſt , and fellow heires with him of 
life everlaſting : yet notwirhſtanCing it is not 
ſufficient to beleeue that GO D is omniportent 
and mercifull , that Chriſt hath made ſarisfac- 
tion, or that the holy Ghot hath his power 
and effe& , except weedoe apply the ſame be 
nefites to vs which are Gods elect, 


I beleeue therefore ana confeſſe one holy 
Church , which as members of Ieſus Chriſt, 
the onely head thereof, conſent in faith, hope, 
and charitie , vſing the gifts of God , whether 
they be temporall or ſpiritnall , ro the profit 
and furtherance of the ſame, which Church is 
nor ſeene to mans eye , but onely knowne to 
God , who of the loſt ſonnes of _4dam , hath 
ordained ſome as veſſels of wrath to damna- 
tion , and hath choſen others as yeſl*ls of his 
mercy to be ſaued : the which in due time hee 
calleth to integririe of life,and godly conuerſa- 
_ to make them a glorious Church in hime 

elte, 


But that Church which is viſible , and 
feene to the eye, hath three rokens and markes 
whereby it may be knowen, Firft, the word 
of GOD, conteined in the olde and new 
Teſtament , which as it is aboue the aurthori= 
tie of the ſame Church , and one:y ſufficient 
to inſtruct ys in all things conceraing ſalua- 
tion: fo it is left for all d-grees ofmcn , to 
reade and vndzrſtand, For w:rhout this word, 
neither Church, Counlell, nor decrce , can 
eſtabliſhany point rouching ſaluation: The fe- 
cond is , the holy Sacraments , ro wir , of Bap« 
tiſme , and the Lord Supper , which Sacra- 
ments Chriſt hath tett vnto vs , as ho'y ſignes 
and ſeales of Gods promiſes. For as by Bap« 
tiſme once receiucd , is fignified , that wee (as 
well Infantes as others of age and diſcretion) 
being ſtrangers from G 0 D by originall ſinne, 
are received into his tamilte and Congrega- 
tion , with full atſurance , that alchongh this 
ruvic of finne lyc hide in vs, yet to th- Ee 
lect it ſhall nor þ2 impated : So rhe Supper 
declareth that GOD as a mott prouid-ne 
Father , doth not oneiy frede ovr bodies, 
but alſo ſpiritually nouriſ heth our foul-s 
with the graces and benefites of Ieſfus Chrift, 
(which theScriprure calleth caring of his fleſh, 
and drinking of his blood) neither mutt wee 
inthe adminiſtration of theſe Sacraments,fol- 
low mans fantaſlie , bur as Chriſt himſelfs 
hath ordained , fo muſt they be adminiſtred, 
and by ſuch as by ordinary vocation are there 
vnto Calle:il. Therefore whoſoener reſcerueth 
and worſhippeth theſe Sacraments, or contra- 
riwiſe contemnerh them in rime and place,pro« 
cureth to himſelfe damnarion. 


The third marke of this Church , is Eccl-. 
fiaſticall Diſcipline, which ftandeth in ad« 
monition and corre&ion of faultes. The fi- 
nall end whereof is Excommunication , by 
the conſent of the Church determined , if the 
offender be obftinate : And beſides this Eca 
cleſiaſticall Diſcipline , I acknowledge to be-

long to his Church , a policicke Magiſtrace, 
that miniftreth ro enery man iuſtice , detending 
th2 goo.tard puniſhing the euill To whom wee 
muſt render honour and obedience in allthings 
which are not contrary to the word of God. And 
as Moſs , Ezekias, Iofias, and other good rulers, 
purged the Church of God from ſuperſtition and 
idol:trie, ſo the defence of Chritts Church ap- 
pertaineth ro Chriſtian Magiſtrates, againſt all 
Idolaters and Hererickes, as | apiſts, Anabaptiſts, 
with ſuch 1-k- limbs of Antichrift, ro root our all 
dodrine of Niucls and nien as rhe Maſle, Purga- 
torie , Lembus patrum , prayers to Saints , and for 
the deal, free-will, diftint:on of mear-s, apparel, 
and gayes , vowes of fingle life , preſence at Idoll 
fide , mans merirs, with {vch like . which draw 
vs from the4uci-tie of Chritts Cturch , wherein 
ſtindeth onely remitiion of finnes purchaſed by 
Chriſts blood to all chem that belecue , they be 


Tewes or Gentiles, and lead ys to yaine confi- 
dence 1n creatures and truſt in our owne ima- 
ginations , the puniſhment whereof although 
God oftentimes defcrceth in this life, yetafrer 
the gcnerall reſurre&ign , when our ſoules and 
bodics ſhall ri.e againe to immorralitie,they ſhal 
be damned ro ynquenchable fire, & the we which 
haue forſakerfMl mans wiſedome , to cleaue vnto 
Chriſt , ſbali heare the ioyfull yoyce , Come ye 
blefled of my father, icherite the Kingdome 
prepared for you from the beginning of the 
world : and fo ſhall goe rriumphing with him in 
budie and foule ro remaineeuerlaſtingly in glo- 
ry,where weſhell ſee God face to face,ard {hall 
ro more neede to inſtiut one another , wee 
{hall all know him from the higheſt to the 1o« 
welt. To whom with the Sonne and the holy 
Gb oft, be all prayſe, honour and glory now and 
euer, So be it, ;
